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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Sir: 

In compliance with 37 CFR 1. 133 and 1 .2, applicants submit this summaiy of a 
telephonic Interview with the Examiner, conducted on September 2, 2008. Christopher J. 
Palermo and Malgorzata A. Kulczycka represented the applicants. Brenda H. Pham represented 
the USPTO. 

During the Interview, the Examiner and applicants discussed the REPLY TO FINAL 
OFFICE ACTION submitted on August 15, 2008. Applicants drew the Examiner's attention to 
the AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS section in the REPLY, and in particular to the 
amendment providing that a delay "is proportional to a number of hops from that network 
element to a furthest upstream of its children multiplied by a configurable delay value." 
Applicants also pointed out the REMARKS section in the REPLY, where the applicants 
explained that support for the amendments is provided in paragraphs [52] and [68] of applicants' 
specification. 
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The Examiner confirmed that she found the above mentioned amendments in applicants' 
REPLY to be supported by the supporting paragraphs in applicants' specification, and that an 
updated search would be done.
